TO s The Commandant, Air Service Advanced Flying School. 


1. <A meeting of the Students Advisory Committee was held on Fri- 
day, August 31, 1923. The following report is submitted. 


2. ‘The cadet representative reports the cadets’ mess excellent, 
and the quarters very satisfactory. He is of the opinion that the morale 
of the cadets is much higher than it was when the Committee submitted its 
last report, this being due largely to the advanced and more varied character 
of the work which they have been doing. : 


3. The Committee recommends that until cold weather student officers 
be permitted to wear unionalls or flying suits to breakfast in the Aviation 
Club on mornings when they fly immediately following breakfast. This recom- 
mendation is made because of the convenience of such an arrangement. A ma jor= 
ity of the student officers wear unionalls only, while flying, It is thought 
that the temperature has been, and for some time will be, too high to wear poth 
a uniform and a protective garment with comfort. Im case the above recommendation 
is favorably acted upon, the officer members of the Committee will use their in- 
fluence to prevent abuse of the privilege by individuals.

Os The Commandant, Air Service Advanced Flying School. 


1. <Ameeting of student officers and cadets was called by LY” 
Major Westover on Friday, June 22nd, for the purpose of electing a student officer 
and a cadet to the Students’ Advisory Committee, Major Westover having been 
appointed by the Commandant as his representative on the Committee. Second 
nieutenant 0. R. Cook and Cadet Wiseley were elected members of the Committee. 


2 Ameeting of the Student Advisory Committee was held Monday, 
June 25th, 1925, for the purpose of considering complaints of the students 
and suggestions to be made to the Commandante 


3. ‘the representative of the cadets reported that the cadets’ 
mess, their mess service and their quarters are entirely satisfactory. 


4. General dissatisfaction has been expressed among the student 
officers with the officers’ mess. Suggestions for improvement of the mess 
nave been made to those directly concerned and a slight improvement has been 
noticed, but the mess is still capable of being greatly improved. The 
Committee recommends that the Commandant appoint a committee of three officers, 
one of Whom shall be a student officer, for the purpose of inquiring into 
the operation of the mess and forming suggestions for improvement in the messe 


5. Dissatisfaction has been expressed by eraigys officers with 
the condition of the latrine in the rear of puilding #7.” Lack of toilet 
paper and general uncleanliness are the causes for complaint. 


6. he Committee recommends for future classes that uniformity 
in instruction be maintained and that the amount of satisfactory work re=~ 
quired of each student be the same. ‘This matter is discussed because of & 
difference in requirements in the two sections in the course in mapping which 
the class has just completed. 


7. ‘he Committee recommends that present instructions regarding 
uniform of student officers and cadets, for classes, be so modified as to 
allow all student officers and cadets to wear unionalls to classes, because 
of the present extreme heat, and time and effort required for changing. 
®he Section which attends classes at § o'clock in the morning is relieved
